When he entered the Government 
service 28 years ago he had only 
four assistants, who worked in the 
cellar of the Agricultural Building. 
This year he had 850 assistants, 200 
of them chemists working in fine 
laboratories. 

His fight for a pure food law ex- 
tended over many years and involved 
numerous controversies with the 
commercial interests affected. What 
scientific men thought of the law 
was shown at the annual meeting 
of the American Medical Associa- 
tion, representing 200,000 physicians, 
which voted against the use of any 
kind of preservative in foods. 

The same stand was taken by the 
American Homeopathic Institute, 
with 25,000 members, and by several 
State medical organizations. Dr.

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Wiley’s conclusions were also in- 
dorsed on practical grounds by the 


National Canners’ Association and 
the National Association of Master 
Bakerg. 

One of Dr. Wiley’s experiments in 
ascertaining the effect of certain 
chemicals perfunctory to the pure 
food law was the organization of a 
“poison squad’ of young men, who 
volunteered to take borax and other 
minerals for some months. They were 
previously examined by physicians 
and their condition during the ex- 
periment was daily noted. He claimed 
to have obtained valuable informa- 


tion in this way. 

Dr. Wiley recently attracted at- 
tention by making the prediction 
that in 15 years the use of tobacco 
would have ceased in the streets of 
American cities. He also favored pro- 
hibition. But his views on these sub- 
jects are purely private and had 
nothing to do with his Government 
work. 

They attracted attention, however, 
because the public has come to re- 
gard Dr. Wiley more as a construc- 
tive statesman than as a scientist.

DR. RUSBY GIVES 
HIS SIDE OF CASE 


Writes Wilson Hearing Was One 
Sided and That He Is Not Re- 


sponsible for Employment. 


NEW YORK, July 13.—Dr. H. H. 
Rusby, head of the New York College 
of Pharmacy at Columbia University, 
has written a defense of his position in 
the matter to Secretary Wilson. 

Dr. Rusby asserts that the hearing on 
which he was condemned was one-sided; 
that so far as he was concerned he did 
not care for the employment with the 
bureau and that the compensation as 
arranged did not really profit him 
greatly, as he had to arrange for sub- 
stitution in his college work and was 
put under expenses otherwise. 

In his letter to Secretary Wilson com- 
menting on the papers in the case he 
says that the allowance of $50 a day 
as expert wag only half of what he 
would ordinarily receive for such serv- 
ices. He also declared that any re- 
sponsibility for illegality in his‘employ- 
ment must rest with the officials who 
employed him, and that charges made 
against him must be withdrawn, or the 
persons making them would suffer the 
just penalty. ie 

He supposed his superiors knew the 
law and that his appointment and sal- 
ary were perfectly legal. 

Dr. Rusby has been head of the New 
York College of Pharmacy about 223 
years. 

Dr. Rusby is a member in a long list 
of scientific societies, is a former presi- 
dent of the American Pharmaceutical 
Association and the author of books on 
pharmacy, materia medica and botany. 

Dr. Rusby in his letter to Secretary 
Wilson says: 

“The next thing to which I ask your 
kind attention is the two reasons as- 
signed for proposing my dismissal. The 
first is ‘on account of irregularities in 
connection with his appointment.’ How 
it is possible for me to be held respon- 
sible for my own appointment unless it 
appears that I participate knowingly in 
the alleged irregularity: I was entirely 
unfamiliar with the law and the de- 
partment regulations. As a _ scientific 
expert I was supposed to know only my 
professional work and to leave decisions 
regarding executive action to my ad- 
ministrative superiors. I did not sug- 
gest the arrangement that was made, 
and when it was suggested to me I sup- 
posed and had a right to suppose it was 
the legal and proper.”’

NOTE THREATENING 
TO KILL fNSELt 


Disappears From Ship at New 
York, Where He Was Confined 
Awaiting Courtmartial.

NEW YORK, July 13.—Ensign Robert 
Simonton Young Jr., disappeared from 
the torpedo boat destroyer Perkins, an- 
chored off Brooklyn navy yard yester- 
day, leaving a note in which he said: 
"| intend to commit suicide by drown- 

ing.’ 

In spite of this note and the disap- 
pearance of the Ensign, Lieutenant- 
Commander Pringle and Admiral Leutz. 
commandant of the yard, believe Young 
did not commit suicide, but deserted 
the vessel in which he was confined to 
quarters awaiting trial by court mar- 
tial for absenting himself five days from 
his ship without a leave. 

lieutenant Killed Himself. 

At the same time it is pointed out 
the ieut. Thomas Oszorne of the 
navy, accused of the same offense, shot 
himself to death in the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard July 8, and friends of Young be- 
lieve the ensign’s note was suggested 
by the.sucicide of Liuet. Osborne. 

In the quarters of Ensign Young 
were found, beside the note, a revol- 
ver with one dented cartridge. Some 
believe that Young first attempted to 
shoot himself to death and when the 
cartridge missed fire huried himself 
into the river. 4 

Young’s quarters in the destroyer 
were insufferably hot and it is sug- 
gested he was made temporarily insane 
by heat and anxiety as to the outcome 
of his trial. 

Immediately after the finding of the 
note men dragged the East River in 
the vicinity of the Navy Yard. 

Crushed by Disgrace. 

Lfeutenant-Commander Pringle or- 
dered Young to confinement in quar- 
ters more than a week ago. The En- 
sign was crushed by the disgrace, but 
bore up during most of the heated 
term, although he confided to the few 
allowed to speak with him that the 
close, stuffy room was ‘more than he 
could stand any length of time. 

It is said that Young left another 
note which was taken possession of by 
Lieutenant-Commaader Pringle. This 
note was turned over to Admiral Lutze, 
who refuses to reveal its contents. 

Young entered Annapolis in 1904 and 
Wus made an ensign in 1910. Since his 
graduation for Annapolis in June, 1908, 
he has been attached to the Perkins. He 
was popular with other naval Officers. 
They regarded him as a happy-go-lucky 
sort of chap, a good friend and an 
agreeable companion. His home is in 
North Carolina. 

Missing Ensign Was Engaged to Be 
Married. 

CHARLOTTE, N. C., July 13.—Ensign 
Robert Young, who mysteriously. disap- 
peared from the torpedo boat destroyer 
Perkins at the Brooklyn navy yard, 
was to be married next fall to Miss 
Bessie Haidane Merritt, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. E. Bryant Merritt of Nor- 
folk, Va. The engagement was an- 
nounced in May. 

Ensign Young is the son of Dr. 
ert S. Young of Concord, N. C. 

Recent letters from the young man 
said that he was in the best of health 
and spirits.

“T do not see that Parker has any 
special claim on the office,’”’ he said. ‘I 
appointed him to fill out an unexpired 
term, and I choose to have another 
man in the place now. That its all.’”’ 

“TIT would have eliminated the smoke 
in St. Louis within three years,’’ Parker 
said. “My plan was to accomplish 
this result without prosecutions if pos- 
sible, by writing letters to offenders 
and persuading them to install smoke 
consumers or to stoke the furnaces 
more scientifically, Of the prosecutions 
I instituted, three were lost and 34 were 
won. But 892 complied with the re- 
quirements of the smoke law without 
prosecution. I sent out 28,589 letters, 
and I had to borrow a stenographer 
from the Street Department to do it, 
because my staff was so small. I had 
no special inspector for smoke, and could 
not get one.”’ 

Hoffman’s appointment has not yet 
been confirmed by the City Council. He 
had been for 16 years in the Water De- 
partment, for eight years has been chief 
mechanical engineer in it. He is mar- 
ried and has three children.

REGIPROGITY BILL 
DENOUNGED AS AID 
10 CORPORATIONS 


Bristow, in Senate Speech, De- 
clares Farmer Is Being Made 
Victim in Election Scheme. 








WASHINGTON, July 13.—In a speech 
in support of his amendment to the 
Canadian reciprocity bill, providing for 
a reduction of the duty on sugar, Sena- 
tor Bristow of Kansas, a Republican 
insurgent,. today denounced what he 
characterized as an alliance of certain 
stand-pat Republican senators with the 
Democrats to pass the measure and 
“permit the inequahties of the tariff 
to remain.”’ 

He referred to the bearing of this 
legislation om the coming national elec- 
tions, intimating the Democrats might 
use their record in the House on: this 
issue to urge Speaker Champ Clark for 
the presidency. 

If this had been an honest effort to 
relieve the American people from the 
burdens of excessive tariff taxation, 
the high duties on trust-controlled prod- 
ucts would have been first attacked,” 
he said. 

Trusts Protected, He Declares. 

“But the Sugar Trust, the American 
Woolen Co., the Steel Trust, the Smelt- 
ers Trust, the Rubber Trust and all of 
these great concerns that have monopo- 
lized the American market and used 
high protective duties to charge exces- 
sive prices to the American people are 
left untouched, while the President of 
the United States and the Democratic 
majority in both branches of Congress 
have joined in an attack on the duties 
of the agricultural schedule—duties that 
have never been a burden to the Amert- 
can people because they have never ma- 
terially increased the. price of the 
products upon which they were imposed. 

Denounces Combination, 

“The combination on this floor be- 
tween certain stand-pat Republicans, 
representing great manufacturing states, 
and a majority of the Democrats, has, 
we are told, decided that no amend- 
ments shall be attached to this Cana- 
dian bill and that soon after it is passed 
Congress is to adjourn.

“Throughout the first pages of his 
first general message, he found no space 
to say a word for the great measures 
that had made the name of his prede- 
cessor revered and loved everywhere in 
the United States.

TORONTO, July 13. 

N the panic of flight from burn- 
| ing South Porcupine, when 3 

boats and canoes were carrying 
the inhabitants to safety across 
the lake, Mrs. William Gohr, with 
her baby in her arms, refused to 
jJeave until she had news of her 
husband. Gohr had gone back to 
save some valuables and with his 
clerk was penned in. 


For more than two hours Mrs. 
Gohr stood in the lake, calling for 
her husband and refusing to leave 
until he was found. Even after all 
had deserted the town and the fire 
had burned out; she remained near 
by awaiting recovery of her hus- 
band’s body. 

At one camp there was no shelter 
and the men sought refuge on an 
outcropping of rock. There Anly 
Yuyll, the foreman, perished with 
Frank Flynn and Joseph Fletcher.

More details of death and suffering 
with those also of numerous miraculous 
escapes were learned today as refugees 
reached points of safety where com- 
munication had not been destroyed. 
Many have died in isolation; miners 
huddled in shafts have perished; fires 
have overwhelmed whole families and 
only charred bodies remain. Men, 
women, children and domestic and wild 
animals, standing together for hours in 
swamps while the flames raged over 
the countryside, have In some cases 
sunk at last to death, partly suffocated 
and then drowned. Others haVe weath- 
ered the fiery storm, standing in streams 
and putting out into the lakes in boats 
and canoes. 

Only three of the 84 employes of the 
West Dome mine have been accounted 
for and 200 miners and muckers in the 
Dome mine have been suffocated. The 
mines burned include the Dome, North 
Dome, Preston, East Dome, Vipond, 
Foley O’Brien, Philadelphia, United 
Porcupine, Eldorado, Porcupine, Stand- 
ard Imperial, West Dome and Success. 


Among the dead are Robert Weiss, 
manager of the West Dome, and his 
wife and child. The Philadelphia mine’s 
loss is about $50,000; United Porcupine’s 
loss $20,000; Eldorado Porcupine, all 
buildings destroyed; Standard, about 
$40,000; Imperial, about $35,000; Success, 
probably destroyed; West Mines, about 
$75,000. All reports give but a vague 
idea of the lo8s of life as well as prop- 
erty in Porcupine camp, which probably 
will total millions of dollars and hun- 
dreds of .ves. 

Towns Wiped Out. 


In four short hours, commencing yes- 
terday, the forest fires swept the Strand 
mines through to the shores of the Por- 
cupine Lake, where it destroyed South 
Porcupine, Pottsville and part of Golden 
City as well as many small buildings 
along the lake front. While some loss 
of life occurred in the vicinity of Por- 
cupine Lake, the greatest havoc was 
wrought around the Main mines, notably 
West Dome and Big Dome. There the 
entrapped miners, cut off from escape, 
‘were forced to take to the shafts for 
_ safety, and, penned in by flames, per- 
ished. At Preston East Dome, an un- 
timbered shaft gave shelter, and none 
perished. 

The streets of South Porcupine are 
strewn with dead persons, horses, dogs 
and cattle. Along the mine roads are 
the charred bodies of those overcome 
trying to escape. 

Of the staff of 300 at the Dome, only 
a few were saved, and at.the West 
Dome only three out of:84 employes are 
known to be alive. Along the highway 
between East Dome and South Porcu- 
pine over a comparatively open section 
were found six charred bodies. 

In the ruins of South Porcupine were 
found the bodies of William Cohr and 
his clerk, Mac Smith, Capt. George Run- 
bar and Tom Geddes. 


Fire Started Early. 


Early yesterday morning the miners 
saw dense clouds of smoke to the south- 
west, where the fires were raging. They 
gave little heed. Later a small blaze 
started in Lake View of Porcupine, but 
it passed almost unnoticed because of 
the recent frequency of bush fires. It 
was not until noon that the dense clouds 
of smoke began to roll over the Porcu- 
pine district. Then the miners became 
alarmed and the camps took on un- 
usual activity. Messengers were sent 
out and soon returned with warnings 
that the fire was traveling through the 
forests at rapid speed and was licking 
up many townships. 

Shortly after noon the fire had covered 
an area of % miles In length and two 
miles in width and was licking up the 
base line of Tisdale, sweeping over the 
Standard and Imperial mines at De- 
lore, the Philadelphia, Inshaw, Eldo- 
rado and United mines in Southern 
Whitney. 

Alarm Is Sounded. 

When the seriousness of the situation 
was apparent the fire call was sounded 
with the Dome Mine whistle, Miners 
and women and children scurried about 
in the dense smoke, packing valuabies 
and light baggage. In half an hour 
the flames were raging on the spot. 
They swept over the Foley O'Brien 
then jumped to the Preston East 

followed over the Dome, 
and North Dome. 


eds fied before the flames, but and % volunteers fought for an hour, 


the dense clouds of black smoke hung 
very low over the land and made prog- 
ress difficult. Many fell exhausted be- 
fore the raging fire as it swept over 
South Porcupine. The frame buildings 
burned fiercely. 


Twenty minutes after the fire started 
the outskirts of the town was in ashes. 
All who escaped made for the water, 
where all sorts of water craft, launches, 
canoes, scows and skiffs were pressed 
into service. Women and children were 
first huddled into the small boats and 
Started off for Pottsville and Golden 
City where they were temporarily safe 
from the flames. Many miners lost 
their lives in efforts to save others and 
some were drowned. 


At the Philadelphia, when it became 
evident that the mine must go, Man- 
ager Ashmore, Mr. and Mrs. Samuel 
Shovel and others, retreated toward 
town. With the party was C. E. Adams 
of Philadelphia. He died in Ashmore’s 
arms of heart failure. 


What occurred at the West Dome, the 
center of the catastrophe, never will be 
known; but so old and experienced a 
miner as Robert E. Weiss probably 
never would have taken his associates 
into a timbered shaft in time of fire. 
but unless all other escape were cut 
off. 

Had Miraculous Escape. 


The escape of those at the Dome and 
Preston East Dome was little short of 
miraculous. 

From East Dome, not a man was lost. 
Some entered untimbered shafts with 
food and buckets passed up water to 
the others. 

Capt. Wilson and some of the em- 
Ployes Jay in a creek and _ threw 
water over themselves. Capt. Wilson’s 
eyes were burned. 


At the Dome Mine it is known that 
80 foreign laborers perished in a shaft. 
Other bodies were lying about the 
property and it is doubtful if half of the 
force of 300 remain alive. 

Whether anyone was lost at the Stand- 
ard or Imperial is not yet known; but 
tomorrow relief parties will be sent out. 

The Vipond Mine was a total loss, but 
all the men escaped. The Digby Vet- 
eran, American Goldfields and others 
may have lost men. No word has been 
received from the Success, where there 
were 54 men. 


Many Italians Saved. 

The flames crept around Porcupine 
Lake to Pottsville, and there destroyed 
all the buildings except two Italian 
boarding houses, into which Constable 
Percy gathered all the Italians, with 
the warning that any man stirring out 
would be shot. 

The fire in Golden City consumed 
about one-third of the town. 

There is a scarcity of food and relief 
trains have been sent for.

Fire Chief Praises Crew That

DETROIT, Mich., July 13.—Eugene E. 
Thompson, Oscoda business man and 
fire chief, who last night brought a 
party of refugees to Detroit from the 
burned towns of Au Sable and Oscoda.

district. 

“The first serious fire on the out- 
skirts of the town was discovered Sun- 
day and the crew fought it until it 
was under control,” he said. ‘Monday 
nothing was done and Tuesday, aided 
by high winds, the fire burst out again 
with great fury. . 

“The first alarm at Oscoda was sound- 
ed at 3 o'clock from a Mrs. Archer’s 
house. President Cowley and myself 
procured pails from the Loud Lumber 
Co.’s office to fight the flames that had 
rapread to the Catholic cemetery. Then 
we got an alarm from the village of 
Oscoda. The first building to go was 
the Oscoda and Au Sable canning fac- 
tory, and in a few minutes the fire was 
general, breaking out north, east, south 
and west all at once.

Two hours afterward 
it shifted to the northeast and swept 
the blaze back over the’ ground 
it already had traveled, licking up the 
whole of Oscoda, and Au Sable city and 
township for a radius of three miles.”

WASHINGTON, July 13—A _ charac- 
terization of the confederacy as an “‘in- 
famous cause” by Senator Heyburn of 
Idaho, brought from Senator Williams 
of Mississippi a bitter rebuke in the 
Senate today. 

“But for the parliamentary rules that 
restrain me,” declared Williams, “I 
would have a few words*to say about 
the kind of human being in whose Neart 
such thoyghts can exist.’’ 

Senator Wililams had asked to have

had been Jefferson Davis’ bodyguard 
and in whose custody the seal 6f the 
Confederacy was intrusted, retained on 
the Senate payroll as a laborer. 

Senator Heyburn acquiesced in reten- 


tion of the negro for service given to 


the Senate, ‘‘but net because of loyalty 
to tl; glory of an infamous cause.” 

Senator Williams replied with great 
feeling that he was not prepared to 
hear a civilized man in the twentieth 
century call ‘an infamous cause’ the 
cause for which his (Williams’) father 
had laid down his life. 

‘Lee and Jackson may have been 
wrong,’ added Williame. ‘That the 
Government is now in existence is a 
cause for congratulation to the chil- 
dren of the men who died with Lee and 
Jackson, but I cannot express the sen- 
timent I have for a human being in 
whom such sentiments can remain as 
have been expressed here.’’ 

“There is no right of American citl- 
zenship,’’ he added, “‘that permits a 
man to insult the dead.”’

Gen. Verbeck began an investigation 
of the corps last winter and at his re- 
quest, a bill recently was introduced in 
the Legislature to repeal the corps’ 
charter. Before the legislative aommit- 
tee he characterized the corps as a 
‘ragmuffin military organizatiom,’’ and 
cited a ball which the corps gave at the 
Metropolitan Opera House in New York, 
during the Hudson-Fulton celebration, 
at which foreign guests were made to 
pay for hat checks as an instance why 
the,charter should be repealed.

bles soapstone. It fs said that 
some of this has been imported to the 
pitcher’s mound at League Park and to 
a certain extent is responsible for the 
success of the Cardinals. 

At any rate, Fred Clarke and some 
of the other big league managers who 
visit here are spinning the yarn and 
there seems to be some truth in it. In- 
cidentally, Clarke blames the soapstone 
soll for his recent banishment from 
the game, while the Pirates were in 
St. Louis, coupled with the $5 fine plas- 
tered against him by Umpire Johnstone 
for soiling the ball. 

According to the wise ones, the soap- 
stone is partly responsible for the in- 
ability of visiting twirlers to control the 
ball. It is said that once some of this 
soll is rubbed on the covering of the 
ball, it gets slippery and the pitcher 
cannot throw with the same effective- 
ness as when it is free from the sub- 
stance.. 

Cardinals Carrying Sand. 

It is also true that in the last few 
weeks of the Cardinals’ at-home stand, 
home pitchers have been noticed to put 
thelr throwing hand in their hip pocket 
before each pitch. tach player is 
packing about a bit of sand and when 
the Cardinals are in the field it is nec- 
essary for the pitcher to use this to 
make the surface of the ball rough. 

This same soapstone has caused many 
a laugh during the game at League 
Park. This especially happens when 
Harry Sallee occupies the mound. It 
‘is a habit of many pitchers to rub earth 
on their pitching hand just before ae- 
livering the ball. Harry is one of these 
pitchers, but !t has been noticed that 
he prefers to rub his wrong fin on the 
ground away from the pitching hil) and 
it seems strange to many that he walks 
many paces from his position to pat a 
favorite spot of the earth. 

The pitching knoll at League Park 
is not the only one which has 
the soapstone soil. It is said that 
Manager McGraw of the Gtlants was 
the first to discover the effect of the 
slippery dirt and had a load or two 
shipped over from the Jersey side to 
the Polo Grounds. Of course, Man- 
igor Bresnahan soon was “wised up” 
and did the same. 

Clarke Drew a Fine. 

When in St. Louls Manager Fred 
Clarke of the Pirates thought he dis- 
covered something strange about the 
ball. When a long foul was hit his 
way, he found that the sphere was 
very slippery and that his pitchers 
were having trouble in controlling 
the ball. 

For that reason he rubbed the ball 
yn the ground in an effort to erase 
the smoothness and was promptly 
fined as well as chased when he com- 
plained to Umpire Johnstone. 

The soaptone soll on the pitching 
hill can hardly be called illegal, and 
there seems no way of preventing the 
‘clubs from putting the slippery stuff 
in the twirler’s neighborhood. There 
might be some kick on butter, oleo, 
lard and goose grease, although Man- 
ager Wallace of the Browns might 
try some in an effort to stop the 
Browns’ losing streak.

ing farm at Anglum, St. Louis 
County, Mo., where derby horses and 
stake winners have been bred for 17 
years, and which contributed to the turf 
such stars as Jack Atkin, Otis, Geheim- 
niss and other renowned racetrack per- 
formers, is for sale. 


Tired of battling vainly to adjust his 
heavy expenses to the constantly de- 
clining field for the sale of his product, 
due to legislation against racetrack 
betting, Schreiber Wednesday an- 
nounced that he is ready to give up the 
fight and is hunting a purchaser for 
the splendid farm of 880 acres. 


“It's no use trying to keep this thing 
up,”’ said Schreiber. ‘It has been a los- 
ing fight, and with al! that stock to 
feed I find a constantly restricted sale 
for my produce. I am discouraged with 
the outlook for the game and it.appears 
that instead of opening up again they 
may close still tighter. I see they’re 
making another fight in New York. I 
hope it will succeed, but I have my 
doubts. 


Legislation Did It. 

“The Legislature of this State crip- 
pled my fortune when they put up the 
bars against betting in any form. Piece 
by pléce I had built up that property. 
But legislation has virtually ruined it 
without giving me a chance to get from 
under.”’ 

Schreiber has been gradually disposing 
of his stock, but still has his big farm 
overrun with produce, thé only sale for 
which is for other purposes than racing.

Besides his horses fit for training, 
Schreiber still has his two great sires 
Sain and Bannockburn at Woodlands. 
Sain, only a short time ago, was 
esteemed at over $100,000 valuation, not- 
withstanding his long service. 

Began With Shoestring. 

Schreiber first began to bufld up 
Woodlands in 1894, from the proceeds 
of his bookmaking enterprises. From 
a clerk in a ready-made clothing estab- 
lishment Schreiber graduated to the 
booking end of the racing game, at 
which he proved successful. In 189% he 
purchased the first section of the land 
which at present makes up his big plant 
and has been constantly adding to it 
since that time. 

Among the other sires he bought for 
his farm were Balgowan, Service and 
Sir Hercules, With the exception of 
the last-named horse, who met an early 
and untimely end, all have borne good 
winners. 

Schreiber’s plant was esteemed the 
best equipped in the couritry, although 
not as costly as some of the Kentucky 
farms. During the hey dey of racing 
Schreiber has maitnained as high as 
three strings in different parta of the 
country, keeping 75 horses in training 
simultaneously. 

Thug Schreiber is one of the few con- 
nected with the game who ever per- 
formed the mythical feat of “running 
a shoestring up to a tannery.” 

His little stake as a clerk in time 
mounted to several hundred thousands 
of dollars.

Pettit, President of Peavey Grain 
Co., Also Destroyed All Rec- 
ords of His Speculations. 


COMPANY HEAVY LOSER 
Personal Account of Dead Man 


With Corporation Had Been 
Overdrawn $700,000. 





CHICAGO, July 13.—That James 
Pettit, president of the Peavey Grain 
Co., destroyed all records of his spec- 
ulations during the week before his 
death by drowning in the lake at 
Highland Park, Saturday, and that 
he had borrowed $700,000, with only 
$22,000 worth of grain as security, 
was the statement made today when 


efforts were made by the committee 
of bankers investigating the affairs 
of the grain company to obtain a 
list of the late broker's trades dur- 
ing the last six months. 

Simultaneous with the discovery 
of the absence of the trade records 
from the Peave/ company's office 
was the discovered evidence of irreg- 
ular receipts of warehouse holdings 
and grain certificates. | 

This discovery is said by the bank- 
ers to mean that Pettit’s associates 
in his deals, if he had any, will never 
become known. There is a general 
belief that the broker was not alone 
in his trading ventures. There ap- 
pears to be no way, however, of 
jearning the identity of the others 
interested. 

While the amount of money in- 
volved in the transactions between 
Pettit and the four Chicago banks 
will not reach more than $750,000, 
it is said that by no means is the to- 
tal of the losses of the broker which

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THE CITY HOSPITAL. 

Hospital] Commissioner Morfit has not yet suc- 
ceeded in inducing the Municipal Assembly to 
authorize an additional expenditure of $180,000 
a year on the city’s eleemosynary institutions. 
No doubt he has argued valiantly and persist- 
ently, if not effectively. About all he has satis- 
factorily proved so far is that the hospitals are a 
disgrace, that as an executive he himself is a 
dismal failure, that his grand scheme of general 
hospital reorganization is a delusion and his 
policy of secrecy for public institutions a sham. 

Dr. Morfit said in a recent :nterview: 

I am willing to go on record {n saying that 
the inmates of institutions, especially the City 
Insane Asylum, are treated as mere animals, 
housed and clothed, it is true, but with no 
more attention than a horse in a stable, 

He elaborated the statement and gave many 
details from which the only conclusion possible 
is that there are inefficient doctors, {nadequate 
service, poor quarters, slack supplies and about 
all the other evils that could be brought into 
combination to prove that the institutions, de- 
signed to attest the people’s humanity and benev- 
olence, are a disgrace to St. Louis. 

This is, in effect, the argument Dr. Morfit has 
advanced to support the demand for more money 
—for very much more meney. He was careful 
to explain that “it is not a matter of manage- 
ment.” “The superintendents of the various in- 
stitutions,” he said, “are doing their best to treat 
the patients as human beings, but you can’t feed 
a sick man or a healthy man on 3 cents a meal.” 

This is the situation, according to Dr. Morfit, 
little more than a year after the “reorganization” 
which was to end all the institutional abuses and 
all the disgrace. Instead of ending them, they 
have multiplied and become more acute daily. 
Dr. Morfit planned, fathered and promoted that 
“reorganization.” He got it through the Municipal 
Assembly in the face of declarations that, under 
cover of the advertised scheme to “modernize” 
and perfect the whole hospital service and sys- 
tem, he was seeking to create a position for him- 
self. He triumphed over the criticism that he 
had shown the political machine the way to 
utilize the hospital patronage as spoils and the 
best job was to be his own reward. Conditions 
as he now elucidates them, seem to justify the 
prophecies made at that time. 

Before Dr. Morfit had been fn the enjoyment 
of the position he had created for himself three 
months so many instances of neglect, indiffer- 
ence and abuse in the hospitals became public 
that the Hospital Board spent most of .ts time in 
investigating, explaining and threatening general 
“shakeups.” One deplorable incident followed 
another and became public, despite the rule of 
secrecy, until, by way of climax, came the official 
statement of one member of the Hospital Board 
that the death rate 'n the city hospital was not 
only higher than in any other similar institution 
in the world, but disgracefully high. 

At that time Dr. Morfit did not plead lack of 
funds as the cause of the apparent inefficiency. 
Particular cases of abuse, neglect or worse were 
explained, “investigated, belittled or denied. 
Dr. Morfit seemed to think it “was not a mat- 
ter of management” wien as now. 

But it is a “matter of management.” Larger 
appropriations may be necessary, but Dr. Morfit’s 
judgment in that respect may be questioned. 
Before more money should be voted the prudent 
course is to ascertain what efficient, competent, 
economic and nonpolitical management can do 
with the amount now allowed. Information re- 
sulting from such a test would have real value. 
Nothing could be more foolish than to take the 
word of a discredited manager who Is by confes- 
sion a failure, that t. 3 one thing.needed is more 
money. The Municipal Assembly will be wise to 
postpone consideration of the matter until fall, if 
the only alternative is the passin~ of the bill 


pending.

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DR. WILEY’S DISMISSAL.

They have long considered Dr. Wiley a busybody 
andacrank. His successor will be ne’ther and will 
probably never be heard of. We hope the office 
will be as capably conducted after Wiley is gone. 
It will not be so picturesque. 
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The relative influence of States and governors 
with the heavenly powers can be easily demon- 
strated by making a test. Within fifteen min-

ing 100 tons for export. 


Orders from the railroads also resulted’ 


in the opening up of a new department 
ut the Gary works of the Indiana Steel 
Co. The axle mill is in operation this 
week for the first time, and will have a 
daily capacity of 400 tons. 

Twenty-two mills of the American 
Sheet and Tin Plate Co. aré to be put 
into operation for the first time near the 
end of this month. 

The coke ovens are working at full 
force and another indication of the in- 
«reased demand for manufacturers is 
the announcement that two units of the 
American Bridge Co. have been put into 
operation.

SUPREME COURT RULES 
INDIAN DIVORCE LEGAL 


Right of Husband to Quit Wife 
and Take Another Is 


Upheld. 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., July 13.— 
The Oklahoma Supreme Court today 
handed down a decision recognizing as 
legal divorces obtained according to the 
old tribal customs of the Indians, 

The decision was in the case of Xavier 
Detonias, a Canadian by birth, who 
came to the United States and setiled 
among the Pottawatomies, by whom he 
Was adopted. He married an Indian 
woman, Who died, and subsequently he 
married @ woman not a member of the 
tribe.. He later divorced her accord- 
ing to the customs and usages of the 
tribe, 

Azelda Cyr. the divorced woman, 
brought suit . ‘at heirs to obtain pos- 
session of some of his property on the 
ground that the divorce was illegal, not 
having the sanction of any court. Un- 
der the Pottawatomie law, a man could 
divorce his wife merely by taking up 
with another female of the tribe.

Refused to Ratify It. 

“A number of states have refused to 
ratify the amendment.

To reject the amendment, 
both houses of a state legislature must 
tefuse to ratify by vote in the same ses- 
sion. Where one house acts in one ses- 
sion and the other in another session, 
that is refusing, but it gives an oppor- 
tunity to bring the matter up again. 

“Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, New 
Jersey, Delaware, Florida, Minnesota, 
Utah, Wyoming and Nevada, I am sure, 
will ultimately accept it. In some of 
these states the question has been voted 
on in one House or the other, but no 
definite action has been taken. 

“I look for New Hampshire, New Jer- 
sey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, Nevada, 

' Utah and Wyoming to accept it the next 
time it comes before their legislatures.
